interlocking 
phases -th e direct G erm an asasult 
on E ngland, and th e battle of th e 
M editerranean, w hich is M ussolini's 
pigeon. 
G eneral Franco n atu rally w ants 
to regain th is w orld’s m ost noted 
fortress w hich h is country lost to 
the B ritish in 1704 
B ut the in ­ 
spiration to go a fter it springs from 
the B erlin-R om e axis.

for Messrs. H itler and M ussolini. 
Italy Faces Blockade 
From the axis stan d po in t it is im ­ 
perative eith er th a t H itler m ake a 
short job of crushing E ngland by 
bombing and invasion, or th a t B rit­ 
a in ’s hold on th e M editerranean be 
broken. 
Continued B ritish dom ination of 
this sea spells probable stran g u la ­ 
tion of Italy th ro u g h blockade. 
It

m eans 
th a t 
M ussolini 
can 't 
reach the open A tlantic through th e 
long and narrow straits of G ib raltar 
to help his ally in th e attack on 
England, 
G ib raltar is a m ighty bulw ark of 
this dom ination, because of its con­ 
trol of the w estern gatew ay to th e 
w aters w hich Italy claim s for its 
own.

Nothing Changed 
H itler’s peace-,speech leaves the

M inister C hurchill less th a n a week 
ago declared never would happen. 
T his being, the case, Europe m ust 
endure a conflict w hich, as H itler 
says, “can end only w ith the com ­ 
plete annihilation of one or th e other 
of the two adversaries.” 
Well, th a t’s w hat th is w ar started 
out to be — a fight to a finish 
betw een G erm any and E ngland — 
an d th a t’s likely to be the way it 
winds up.

"NO OTHER .MAN,” by Alfred Noyes; (Stokes: $2.50). 
O O M EIH IN G beautiful has come out of the war, 
something th at m ight not have been given the 
world without the carnage 
Alfred Noyes’ "No Other 
M an” does not justify the brutality, but modestly it is 
a palliative 
"No Other Man" is both a novel and a giant alle­ 
gory 
Like most successful allegories, it is simple 
beyond tile concept of the average man, being merely 
the concept of religion and its Ultimate survival ex­ 
pressed in small terms 
It happens that Noyes Is a 
Catholic and therefore the religion whfch survives is 
that ol St Peter as expressed in its highest term s — 
the faith and works of S t Francis of Assisi. 
It m ight 
have been any other workable religion, although few 
others would have provided exactly the symbols and 
the sense of communication with the distant past 
which the author badly needed for his purpose. 
The book begins with the moment in which all the 
g n a t powers decided, simultaneously, to use a great 
secret weapon. 
It had been invented in a country 
obviously Germany, and had been sold surreptitiously 
to ail the other powers by a modest man who asked 
only a thousand marks in each case because his only 
diversion was fishing, and fishing is not particularly 
expensive 
Instantly the men and women of the world died, 
excepting Mark Adams, who happened to have been 
the last man to leave a sunken submarine — the 
weapon did not operate in deep water. 
Mark finds 
the England he has known littered with the bodies of 
its people 
He finds Paris the same, but in the Louvre 
he finds also a girls pocketbook with a wristwatch 
tickuig itiside 
There is, therefore, one more survivor, 
and he traces her to Rome and eventually finds her. 
But the man who had invented the secret weapon 
had saved her for his own purposes and had not died 
as she had supposed. So Mark and Evelyn, who was 
the girl were not left alone to live and recreate a 
world Irom which life. and in a stran g e’sense horror 
as well, had been stricken, 
TTI fro remained conflict 
on a new plane 
And God as well, 
God had saved 
the community at Assisi for His own purposes, 
"No Other Man ’ has a leisurely stride but does not 
lack tension 
It glows with its a b h o rs faith and is 
inlaid with much rich m atter from other m asters of 
literature 
It is capable of lifting a sym pathetic reader 
out of th* world — even out of himself.
